The Reservoirs Apove Bramerd. 
In the statement just published by 
the Mississippi river commission con­ 
cerning1 the public works undor dis­ 
cussion, reference is made to the res­ 
ervoirs aboye Brainerd on the head­ 
waters of the river, the object of 
which is to collect surplus water, 
principally from the precipitation of 
winter, spring and early summer, to 
bo systematically released so as to 
benefit navig ation upon the river be 
low the dams. The four completed 
reservoirs were operated in the inter­ 
est of navig ation during the ex ceed­ 
ing ly dry season of 1887. The e(T<*ct 
of a continuous discharg e of the 
stored-up water from them for eig hty- 
six days iu Aug ust, September, Octo­ 
ber and November, when the Missis­ 
sippi needed water, was to increase 
the channel depth of the river at St. 
Paul from one foot to one and one- 
half feet. 
There were similar results 
during 1888, and this satisfactory 
condition ag ain obtained during the 
past known as the dryest season since 
1804, the reservoirs furnishing 50 j*» r 
cent, of the water passing the cities 
between Brainerd and St. Paul. The 
navig able depth of the river at S t 
Panl at low water has been increased 
about twelve inches, with a corres- 
¡» onding increase of depth on the 
river above a» the dams are approach­ 
ed. The amount ex pended to dab» is 
$ 5%, 800.27. the ex j>endituro during 
the year ended June 30th last being 
$ 14.673.20. The amount required to 
complete the reservoirs is $ 52.524.42, 
this estimate being for Sandy Lake 
dam, with 
provision 
for passing 
steamers between lake and river. The 
sum of $ 27,000 is required for estab­ 
lishing teleg raph and telephone com­ 
munication between the dams, and 
the cost of operating the dams will be 
$ 15,000 per annum.

The Reservoirs Apove Bramerd. 
In the statement just published by 
the Mississippi river commission con­ 
cerning the public works under dis­ 
cussion, reference is made to the res­ 
ervoirs aboye Bramerd on the head­ 
waters of the river, the object of 
which is to collect surplus water, 
principally from the precipitation of 
winter, spring and early summer, to 
bo systematically released so as to 
benefit navigation upon the river be­ 
low the dams. The four completed 
reservoirs were operated in the inter­ 
est of navigation during the exceed­ 
ingly dry season of 1887. Tie* effect 
of a continuous discharge of the 
stored-up water from them for eighty- 
six days in August, September, Octo­ 
ber and November, when »he Missis­ 
sippi needed water, was to increase 
the channel depth of the river at St. 
Paul from one foot to one and one- 
half feet. There were similar results 
during 1888, and this satisfactory 
condition again obtained during the 
past, known as the dryest season since 
1804, the reservoirs furnishing 50 per 
cent, of the water passing the cities 
between Brainerd and St. Paul. The 
navigable depth of the river at St 
Paul at low water has been increased 
about twelve inches, with a corres­ 
ponding increase of depth on the 
river above a» the dams are approach­ 
ed. The amount expended to date is 
$590, 800.27, the expenditure during 
the year ended June 30th last being 
$14,073.20. The amount required to 
complete the reservoirs is $52,524.42, 
this estimate being for Sandy Lake 
dam, with 
provision 
for passing 
steamers between lake and river. The 
sum of $27,000 is required for estab­ 
lishing telegraph and telephone com­ 
munication between the dams, and 
the cost of operating the dams will be 
$15,000 per annum. 


GOOD LI CK. 


T h e public press of St. Paul have 
been publishing the following and 
similar notices during the past week: 
The public schools at Brainerd have 
been closed on account of the preva­ 
lence of scariet fever and diphtheria.” 
The statement is an erroneous one 
and the Board of Health of this city 
desire it to be distinctly understood 
that they were not responsible for the 
action of the {school board as it was 
not advised by them. It is safe to 
assert that there is less sickness in 
Brainerd to-day than in any city of its 
size in the state.

The Reservoirs Apove Brainerd. 
In the statement just published by 
the Mississippi river commission con­ 
cerning the public works under dis­ 
cussion, reference is made to the res­ 
ervoirs above Brainerd on the head­ 
waters of tho river, the object of 
which is to collect surplus water, 
principally from the precipitation of 
winter, spring and early summer, to 
bo systematically released so as to 
benefit navigation upon the river be­ 
low the dams. 
The four completed 
reservoirs were operated in the inter­ 
est of navigation during the exceed­ 
ingly dry season of 1887. 
The effect 
of a continuous discharge of the 
stored-up water from them for eighty- 
six days iu August S< ptember. Octo­ 
ber arid November, when ihe Missis­ 
sippi needed water, was to increase 
the channel depth of the river at St. 
Paul from one foot to one and one- 
lialf feet. 
There were similar results 
during 1888, and this satisfactory 
condition again obtained during the 
past known as the dryest season since 
1864, the reservoirs furnishing 50 per 
cent, of the water passing the cities 
between Brainerd and St. Paul. 
The 
navigable depth of the river at S t 
Paul at low water has been increased 
about twelve inches, with a corres­ 
ponding increase of depth on the 
river above as the dams are approach­ 
ed. 
The amount expended to date is 
$596. 800.27, the expenditure during 
the year ended June 30th last being 
$14,673.26. 
The amount required to 
complete the reservoirs is $52,524.42, 
this estimate being for Sandy Lake 
dam, with 
provision 
for passing 
steamers between lake and river. Tho 
sum of $27,000 is required for estab­ 
lishing telegraph and telephone com­ 
munication between the dams, and 
the cost of operating the dams will be 
$15,000 per annum.

Senator Cullom introduced the Chicago 
world’s fair bill, Its provisions were sent out 
from Chicago a t the time the bill was pre­ 
pared by the committee having the m atter 
in charge. 
The senate confirmed thcfoilowingnoratna- 
tions: Cyrus J. Fry, m arshal o! South Da­ 
kota; Louis II. Tarpley of Oregon, United 
States commissioner for Alaska a t Ounal- 
askn: Thom as J. Cavanagh, surveyor general 
of W ashington: registers of the land office, 
Charles C. Williams, 
W atertown, 
S. D.; 
Thom as M. Reed, Jr., Seattle, Wash. 
E ditor F arrar, of the T oronto Mail, has 
been in W ashington several days. 
His mis­ 
sion is not really known, but it is said by 
those who have talked with him th a t he 
wishes to secure some action by the United 
States congress favorable to better commer­ 
cial relations between the United States and 
Canada. 
Mr. F arrar believes th a t the lii^h 
rates obtained by the Canadian Pacific road 
and the lower rates of the United States 
lines will result in bringing to this countiy 
from Cauada 100,000 people during the com­ 
ing year. 
Most of this im m igration will set­ 
tle in the Northern and Western states. 
Mr. 
F arrar says th a t a t present the Canadian 
Pacific charges 38 cents per 100 pounds for 
wheat from Winnipeg to Montreal, while the 
same road only charges 21 cents from St. 
Patil to Montreal.

McLaughlin, and it is thought both men will 
die. 
A ta corn shucking near Bristol, Tenn., two 
boys named Richard Matthews and Jesse 
lum inous quarreled over a joke. The for- j 
nier stabbed the latter to death and then 
attem pted suicide. 
The bodies of a white woman and a negro 
have been taken by resurrectionists in W ash­ 
ington. and I)r. A. C. Adams, a dem onstra­ 
to r in a medical college there, will lie brought 
into court in connection with the affair. 
Nearly all the freight conductors on the 
Missouri Pacific are to be discharged. 
It is

Four masked men robbed a Santa Fe ex­ 
press car near Banks Btation Texas.

Penn's body 
was brought to Temple for interm ent. 
He 
leaves a widow. 
Johanna St. Clair was fatally stabbed 
by her husband, Christopher St. Clair in 
New York, and died a t a hospital soon af­ 
terward. 
Immediately after the stabbing 
the husband gave himself up to the 
police. 
He is said t have been jealous of his 
wife, 
who, however, bore un excellent reputation 
am ong her neighbors. 
P at H unt was hanged a t Paris, Ky., for 
the m urder of Jam es Abnee, Feb. 27. Abnee 
was am ong the state's witnesses against 
H u n t’s wife for killing Richard Thomas. Mrs. 
H unt having been convicted of the murder 
and sentenced to the penitentiary mainly on 
Abnee’s evidence. 
H unt denied the killing ol 
Abnee, but on the eeaPold confessed the m ur­ 
der of Thomas. 
The body of a handsome and fashionably 
attired yonng woman, who had evidently 
been murdered, was found in the woodH near 
Lam ar, Mo., by some boys. 
The woman’s 
skull w as crushed, and biack-and-blue spots 
on the th ro a t showed th a t she had 
been 
choked. The dress was of silk, and all the 
clothing of the finest make and m aterial, 
but there was nothing by which to identify 
the beautiful victim. 
At Garland, a ham let in Dallas county, 
Texas. W. D. Cummings, aged 20, comm it­ 
ted suicide. 
He shot his sweetheart in the 
back at Dallas. 
He had been paying atten ­ 
tion to Mrs. Mary Adams, a young widow of 
South Dallas. 
His affection was not recip­ 
rocated, and he shot the woman while she 
was in company with another man in the 
yard of a relative whom she was visiting. 
It is doubtful whether she will survive. 
A party of twenty-five men went to the 
house of H arry K n o tt (colored) at Pauline, 
Kansas, nnd took him out ami made him 
run through two lines of men, who applied 
murderous blows with clubs. 
After great 
torture he was allowed to return to his 
house. The cause ol the assault is the in­ 
human m anner in which he treated his wile 
and children. The wouldbe lynchers were un­ 
masked and made no effort to disguise their 
identity. Three of the mob have been a r­ 
rested. 
A terrible tragedy was enacted in Norwalk 
township, nine miles northeast of Council 
Bluffs, Iowa. Two farmers named Holman 
nnd Gill were neighbors and sworn enemies 
Holman went to a neighbor's and secured a 
gun. loaded it with bird shot and went over 
to Gill's farm. 
Meeting him, Holman in­ 
stantly raised the guu and emptied both bar 
rvls into Gill’s body. A terrible struggle en­ 
sued, in which Gill, in a last effort, secured 
the gun aud sent it crashing through Hol> 
m an's skull. Both men are still alive. 
A fnrmer from Lincoln county uumed G. 
Gunderson, was committed to jail a t Sionx 
Fulls, 8. D. to await the action of the circuit 
court. 
Gunderson was arrested a t the in­ 
stan t of the Chicago Milwaukee & St. Paul 
rnilway company lor attem pting to wreck 
the com pany's passenger trains.

ordering his expulsion was offered in the 
hou*e, but after a long and bitter debate it 
was finally tabled. 
Before it could be 
called up again Mr. M attison n-signed his 
seat. 
A bout this tim e a num ber o f con­ 
gressmen and other prom inent persons in 
the N ational hotel in W ashington were 
poisoned. 
It was believed to be a pro- 
slavery plot 
to 
m urder President-elect 
B uchanan and seal Vice President B reck­ 
inridge. 
Mr. Mattison was one o f those 
poisoned, and came very near dying. 
Hi* 
health was affected perm anently. 
D uring 
the later years of his life he engaged in s-ev- 
eral disastrous business enterprises, am i died 
com paratively poor.

Traveling saltpeter makers go 
in summer from place to place w here- 
ever they can find m aterial to work 
upon. 
Their mode of operation is a 
rough-and-ready one. 
H oles in the 
earth serve as v a ts and boilers, and 
below these are placed ovens. Abund­ 
ance ot brushwood supplies m aterial 
for the fires. 
The workers collect 
from the surface of the earth heaps 
of com post of salt and anim al man­ 
ure. . This is soaked for twenty-four 
hous in water, then filtered, and then 
boiled for twenty-four hours, cleansed 
and placed in the sun, 
so 
that 
the water m ay evaporate. 
An or­ 
dinary workman can make about 
fifty pounds in a day, and this he 
pells a t the rate of one penny a 
sound.—Popular Science

Furthermore, a revolver with 
two empty chandlers smelling of fresh smoke 
was fouud in Convay's clothing, and u pocket 
book containing a little change was found in 
liiscowt pocket.

The silver, if similarly packed in a 
solid wall, would extend 4,248 feet, 
or about five-sixths of a mile.

This is soaked for twenty-four 
hous in water, then filtered, anil then 
boiled for twenty-four hours, cleansed 
and placed in the sun,

that 
the water m ay evaporate. An or­ 
dinary workman can make about 
fifty pounds in a day, and this he 
pells at the rate of one penny a 
sound.—Popular Science 
M onthly.

legs of th»*se insec ts being hollow they 
craw l up them , where they grow till 
they fill the legs and som etim es the 
cavities of the bodies of these large 
insects. 
This accounts for the fat 
clum sy condition of m any of these 
inserts. 
After a rain in which the in­ 
sects drow n tho full fledged ‘'horse­ 
h air s n a k e s ’ come forth to delight 
the sm all boy and to interest the 
stu d en t of natu re, after which they 
lay eggs in the w ater, if it does n o t 
dry up lo o soon, and curl around 
them for a tim e, and about the tim e 
the eggs h atch into the little flesh
